We moved to the Eastern Shore of the Chesapeake in the late '40s when my Mom 
was sick.

These are so-called "universal test lead sets," manufactured by Elwyn Inc. 
for the US military. P/N 102, 6625-01-121-0510, date code 1988-90. Each kit 
has two rubber-insulated lengths of test wire, one red and one black, about 
54 inches long. A color-matched test prod with a threaded hole at the 
working end is hardwired to one end of each wire; a color-matched thing 
(looks like the body of a phone plug), also with a threaded hole, is wired 
to the other end. The threaded holes accept various threaded adapters, as 
follows: 2 banana plugs, 2 phone tips (short), 2 phone tips (long), 2 
needle tips, 2 spade lugs, 2 alligator clips, and 2 insulated boots to 
cover the alligator clips. The adapters thread into either end of the test 
lead. Put a banana plug on one end and a needle tip on the test prod and 
you've got a conventional test lead. Replace them with the two alligator 
clips and youve got an instant jumper. Do whatever you need for the job at 
hand. New in sealed packages. Each kit comes in a carry pouch. 


I've seen these kits sold for up to $12 each, which is a blatant ripoff. I 
bought a lot of 10, will keep one, and offer the others for $4 each. That's 
within pennies of what I paid. Add $3 for shipping, which should just about 
cover mailing costs.

Picked up a beautifully-constructed homebrew receiver at last 
Saturday's hamfest in Columbus, OH. 


Labels are engraved in the 8 and 3/4 inch high rack mount panel. Has 
large HRO PW dial (instant attraction for me!), 14 tubes. 


Main centered bandswitch below the HRO dial is 3 position marked 
15-10, 80-20, and 40. Has RF gain just to the left of main 
bandswitch. Has what appears to be a three band converter on the 
extreme left with 10.5, 17.5, and 24.5 MHz crystals. Converter 
controls are 3-position band selector marked 20-15-10 and a small 2 
section variable cap in upper left labeled "RF Tune". Tubes in 
converter are 6C4 and a short 9 pin tube marked 670 (couldn't find 
any reference to it so will check again to make sure I read the 
number correctly). 


On the right side of the bottom center main bandswitch are "audio" 
(volume), an unlabeled 2 position rotary switch, toggle switch power 
on-off, and toggle standby on-off. Phone jack in extreme lower 
right labeled "output" (audio). On the upper right side is a three 
position "AVC-MVC-CW" control. Below that is the "CW OSC" (BFO). 


Tubes are a pair of 6K7 for IF and a 6H6 for (I assume) detector. 

Has 6V6, 5Y3 and OB2 for the usual audio and power. A 6SJ7 is behind 
the BFO control. Has another 6SJ7, probably as mixer?, and a 12AU7 
as oscillator? to the right of the main variable. Tubes to the left 
of the 3 section main variable are 6BZ6, 6BA7, and 6AH6. Has four IF 
cans, three large similar in appearance to those in a BC-312, anda 
more modern miniature one located near the 12AU7. 


Anyone recognize it? Couldn't find it in my 10th or 17th editions of 
Editors and Engineers amateur Handbook or in my selection of ARRL 
Handbooks. Assume it has to be written up somewhere. Will do some 
testing. Assuming this thing to be double-conversion for the 
convertor frequencies, maybe using 80 meters as tunable IF.
